San Francisco Mayor George 
Moscone and city supervisor 
Harvey Milk were shot and killed 
yesterday in their offices by a 
former supervisor, according to a 
UPI report 

Taken into custody by San 
Francisco police was Dan White, a 
former supervisor who had ap- 
parently gone to Moscone's office 
to discuss White's” recent 
resignation from the Board of 
Supervisors. Moscone, declining 
to reinstate the supervisor, was to 
have announced a successcr to 
White yesterday at a press 
conference 

According to the UPI report, 
White and Moscone entered the 
Mayor's office at about 10 45am 
where White reportedly asked 
Moscone to withdraw his 
resignation statement. It was at 
this time that White allegedly shot 
the mayor 

Mayoral aides said that White 
then left Moscone’s office and 
went down the hall to the Board of 
Supervisor Chambers where he 
allegedly shot Milk 

A gay rights activist and 
acknowledged homosexual, Milk 
differed with White over the sub- 
ject of gay rights. White was the 
only supervisor who voted against 
a gay rights measure recently

Concert decibel limit set

Hughes Stadium has been the 
site of many events this year and in 
years past, including rock 
concerts. Area residents have 
voiced concern over the sound 
levels at the stadium, and a recent 
Sacramento County study was 
undertaken to determine adequate 
sound levels 

Guidelines tor future concerts 
at Hughes Stadium to comply with 
the Sacramento City Noise code 
were received last week by Greg 
Van Dusen, stadium manager. The

report by Harry Sen of the Sac- 
ramento County Environmental 
Health Department advised 

* Arrange a loudspeaker 
system so that the acoustical 
energy 's directed downward and 
toward the southwest. with 
minimum speaker elevation 

* Design the loudspeaker 
volume contro! system to include 
automatic volume controls or peak 
limiters adjusted to fixed settings 
not available to performers or 
users of the stadium. Set peak 
limiters initially at 102 decibels, at 
120 feet in front of loudspeakers

Guyana tragedy: how could it happen? 
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The death toll is inconsequential, since any 
number over 10 is difficult for people to picture in 
their minds 

The latest taliy of dead in the Jonestown, Guyana, 
mass suicide - by - poisoning last week is 912, report 
Guyanese officials. U.S. officials said the final figure 
is Subject to change 

Earlier reports had established that 409 people 
died in the Jonestown suicide pact. However, 
because of the structure of the ritual site — acircular 
pavilion — many of the dead were buried beneath 
other bodies 

It runs through the minds of many people — How 
could it happen? — with no answer to be found. 

Coid, logical reasons can be given to explain 
great numbers of accidental deaths, but no ex- 
planation is reasonable for hordes of people who 
willingly take their own lives. 

If the initia! press exposure to the Jonestown in- 
cident didn't numb your senses to the tragedy of 912 
lives lost, the recent coverage should leave you 
tough - skinned 

Various (AP, UPI) wireservice accounts have 
reported that Jonestown founder and leader Jim 


vero’ editor 
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Jones was a twisted mixture of good and bad 
characteristics. 

The Rev. Jones fought for interaction between 
biacks and whites amid heavy Ku Klux Kian op- 
2osition. But Jones also saw himself as a god, ruling 
tyrannically over his devouted followers 

One more question. What exactly happened in 
Jonestown? 

Sociologists have their theories, the few soldiers 
who had to load the dead aboard planes headed for 
the United States have the reality of the aftermath of 
the suicide. But none should claim to have complete 
answers to the cause of the macabre action 

Only the mind of Jim Jones holds the key to the 
final days of Jonestown, and he died — self - in- 
flicted gunshot wounds — with the 911 others 

Of the countless thousands of news stories 
printed on the Jonestown incident, and of 
thousands yet to come, none wili give conclusive 
evidence as to the true cause. The ariswers, however 
smail, will only be found within our own minds

The cream of the 
crop 

CSUS, of course, can't do that. It can't offer athletic scholar- 
ships of any kind. CSUS can't offer scholarships at al! It's ashame, 
too. Particularly for the sake of women's athletics. Particularly for the 
sake of voileyball 

But despite all of UCLA's beautiful-looking, sweet-talking scholar- 
ship ladies from Malibu, Laguna Beach and Manhattan Beach, the 
Bruins aren't that much better a team Really. Even if they are a 
NCAA Div. | school 

Oh sure, UCLA won both games pretty convincingly over the 
Hornets, 15-6 and 15-6. But it wasn't a rout. CSUS made the Bruins 
work for every point, and Sacramento rendered a fine performance, 
despite a few mistakes. But they were extraordinary — if not 
understandable — mistakes that could have probably been prevented 
with a years’ experience at a regional tournament 

However, this was year one for Coach Debby Colberg’s club. The 
beginning. Perhaps the first stepping stone to CSUS eventually 
becoming a women's volleyball powerhouse 

It wouldn't be surprising if Sacramento met UCLA in the regionals 
next year, and the year after, and the year after, and so on. But the 
Bruins will probably win all the matches, according to Colberg. Hands 
down. 

Is it the fact that CSUS is simply awed by the name UCLA? Oris it 
maybe just the mere presence of Bruin players? Or is Sacramento 
simply ‘2timidated by all the tradition UCLA possesses? 

“We just don’t have the height to compete with them,” Colberg ex- 
plained following the loss. “Sacramento will never be able to compete 
with UCLA. Every one of their girls is on a scholarship. And they play 
better competition all year long. They have a lot more experience.” 

Personally, | didn't like UCLA's style of play. They were good 


all right, but it was something about the Bruins’ unfriendly attitude in 
how they approach the game — 
school. A patsy school as the Bruins put it. 


especially against a non - scholarship 


You never saw any Bruin players congratulate one another after a 
point earned. But you saw Sacramento players reward one another 
with the traditional hand siap. Furthermore, UCLA Coach Andy 
Banachows never bothered to even offer Colberg and her team the 
best of luck. But you saw Colberg congratulate Banachow 

CSUS has class. They have pride. UCLA, although practically 


methodical in their game style, didn't appear to have either. 


in any case, CSUS came quite a ways this year; first by winning the 
tough Golden State Conference championship, and second, 
qualifying for the Western Regionals. 

But with a lineup that included six outstanding freshman, one 
sophomore, two juniors and only one senior, i'm sure folks in the area 
will be keeping a watchful eye on the progressions of women's 
volleyball at CSUS from now on.

Devil’s definitions defame demigods 
The works of Ambrose Bierce retain their bitterness

According to Ambrose Bierce 
wit is “the salt with which the 
American humorist. spoiis his 
intellectual cookery by ieaving it 
out.” Bierce himself was not one of 
these sad humorists as his Devii's 
Dictionary clearly illustrates 


Bierce, who mysteriously 
disappeared in Mexico in 1913, 
had been a short - story writer and 
a journalist during his years in the 
United States. During his stay as a 
journalist on the West Coast, he 
compiled a 12 - volume Collected 
Works for publication, including 
The Devil's Dictionary. in this 
book, Bierce is at his best. His dry 
wit, humor and satire of human 
fgibles are evident page after page 


Bierce the cynic was most ap- 
parent when it came to describing 
words like “friendship,” which he 
defined as “a ship big enough to 
garry two in fair weather, but only 
one in foul.” Also, under his 
definition of “epigrams,” he in- 
cluded as an example, “While your 
friend holds you affectionately by 
both your hands you are safe, for 
you can watch his.” 

Although he was raised with 
religion (his mother was a strictly 
religrous Puritan, tracing her roots 
to the Mayflower's William Brad- 
ford), Bierce aimed some cutting 
witticisms at Christianity and 
religion in general. For example, 
he described a Christian as “one 
who betieves that the New Tes- 
tamen’ is a devinely inspired book 
admirably suited to the spiritual 
needs of his neighbor. One who 
follows the teachings of Christ in 
$0 far as they are not inconsistent 


with a life of sin” This was 
‘ollowed by a rather mocking, yet 
amusing, 18 - line poem about an 
encounter with Christ 

Although many of his 
definitions include poems credited 
to other people, these so - called

The CSUC system, which re- 
quired all colleges and universities 
within the system to return $1,350 
for each FTE below their predicted 
levels requested $633,150 from 
the Sacramento campus. 

However, in a recent, unex- 
pected move, the CSUC Board of 
Trustees voted to lower the return 
payment of $1,350 to $767 per FTE 
difference.

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The 125 foot control tower at Sacramento Metro Air- 
port overlooks the countryside for miles. 
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A concrete monolith rising 125 feet in the air 
dominates the surround ng countryside like acastle 
of some medieval monarch The land it towers over 
is flat. dusty. and generally uninteresting The 
freshly plowed fields bear mute witness to the whir 
of activity nearby 

The activity and corresponding sound is not that 
of a gently flowing stream or of ahawk’'scry,. but that 
of the birds of man, the Boeing 727s and DC 8s 
whose thunderous roar and choking exhaust ruin 
this pastoral setting 

But above the blast of jet engines, atop a massive 
column of steel and cement, rests the contro! tower 
Inside, the air is still, quiet, coolandnotatalllikethe 
furor that lies on the other side of its !arge windows 
The nerves of the men who occupy this outpost are 
not frayed like those of late passengers running to 
meet their planes On this Monday afternoon, the air 
traffic is light, so the conversation is lively among the 
four men who work in the tower 


Landing planes 
at Sac. Metro 


The tower at the Sacramento Metropolitan Air 
port is not at all what the layman would expect to 
see There are no radar scopes which plot the 
plane's positions The radio traffic is short 
duration and is piped into lightweight headsets 
which make for a quieter room. Large windows give 
a magnificent panoramic view of the landscape as 
opposed to the dark, distressing control room image 
portrayed in the movie Airport 

Instead of being a real ulcer - causer. working the 
control tower at Metro appears to be a kick - back job 
today 

When there is no traffic. people relax and chat 
but as soon as an aircraft wishes directions, all talk is 
ceased and the aircraft is then attended to.” said 
team supervisor, John Foster 

The much talked about high levels of tension in 
the job of an air traffic controller has been wideiy 
discussed in the last few years But the really tough 
conditions are rare, according to Foster. and only 
when the high levels of traffic are nearly con- 
tinuous 

But on the whole. “! don't think you'll see very 
many overt, Outward expressions of tension 
Americans in general, not just controllers. don't 
reveal these types of emotions and pressures as 
openly,’ Foster said 

From the tower almost every aspect ofthe landing 
field is taken care of The only thing the tower does 
not handle is the piacement of the aircraft on the 
ground at the individual terminals 

The radar scopes and other pieces of equipment 
seen in the precarious moments of Airport are 
housed at the McClellan Air Force Base RAPCON 
RAPCON ts responsible for all aircraft until itcomes 
within 10 miles of the Metro airport Once the plane 
passes the 10 - mile perimeter it becomes the con- 
trollers’ job to guide it in. said Foster 


Monkeying around with telegrams 


Making a living by making people happy

because it’s that speciai occasion — your birthday A 
bottle of 1976 Binger St. Rochuskapelle sits on the 
table and a violinist plays crooning tunes over your

Suddenly, in from the cold, disturbing the quiet of 
the evening, bursts a young woman dressed in a tux- 
edo and hot pants, accompanied by alarge and very 
hairy ape. 

“Is Sir/Madam/so and so, Joe (or JoAnn) Schiunk 
in this restaurant?” the woman cries. You prepare to 
crawl silently but stealthily up your armhole as your 
companion points you out 

The woman and the ape immediately pounce 
upon you, singing a loud birthday song and em- 
barrassingly present you with a telegram care of 
Monkey Business 


It's a success story of the best kind —- based ona 
woman and her idea for a small business, centered 
around a few monkeys, a bit of singing and a lot of 
fun 

“I've spent a lot of time dealing with people's 
problems in my past jobs,” said Jeanie Crosby, 
owner of a Sacramento singing telegram service 
called Monkey Business 

“It's thoroughly enjoyable to be making a living at 
something that makes people happy.” 

Crosby, who moved to Sacramento about a year 
ago, has worked as a flight attendant and a legal 
secretary, but because of an old high school friend, 
always had a hankering to get into the singing 
telegram business. 

“Mary Flatt began Eastern Onion in Las Vegas 
while | was working there,” said Crosby. “When | 
came to Sacramento | was looking for something to 
do and decided there was a market here for such a 
service.” 

What Crosby's idea has grown into is full time 
operation that employs six people besides herself, in 
less than a year. 

“When | first started the business, | just had 
myself and one other employee,”Crosby explained. 
“| bought the rights to the songs Mary Flatt used in 
Las Vegas, and had a messenger outfit made for 
myself and got going.” 

Ping Pong, Monkey Business’ representative ape, 
that Crosby describes as “a laid back version of King 
Kong,” was created early in the operations to ac- 


company a messenger Ping Pong now ac- 
companies many messengers on their rounds and 
helps to reinforce the service's name 

“The monkey thing was kind of funny too,” 
Crosby said. “Eastern Onion used little windup 
monkeys with cymbals in their hands as a prop, sort 
of a security bianket at first, and found out that 
people liked them. When | started thinking about my 
business, | decided there should be one concept | 
could carry through with and Monkey Business 


popped into my head.” 

Today, messengers carry monkeys with them 
while they deliver telegrams, no matter what cos- 
tume they may wear. 

“Though there are a couple of other small ser- 
vices, | think ours is the most unique in what we do,” 
said Crosby. In addition to Ping Pong, you can have 
Wonder Wench or Super Stud (take offs on Wonder 
Woman and Superman in the appropriate costumes) 
deliver a telegram, or have a French maid deliver not 
only a telegram but breakfast in bed. Costs start at 
$22 and go up to $50 for the breakfast in bed. 

“We try to be as courteous as possible,” said 
Crosby “The breakfast in bed consists of eggs 
Benedict, champagne, fresh fruit, orange juice, a 
cinammon roll. We usually leave a silk rose on the 
tray and bring a magazine about something the per- 
Son is interested in.

desk. He was so embarassed he just kept on fixing 
the lock and never looked up.” 

Dana, posing as Big Bird strolis in, resplendent 
with big tummy, blue feathers and blue stockings. 
“Look at this belly, baby,” she boasts. 

“Big Bird is new to us too,” Crosby said. “We're 
coming up with new things all the time — each more 
fun and different than the last.” 

“It's a lot of fun for the people who see it, receive it 
and deliver the messages,” Crosby adds. “You meet 
a lot of nice, heipful and friendly people who invite 
you to dinners and parties — I've even had some nice 
dates!” 

And on December 14, Monkey Business and 
Crosby wil celebrate their first anniversary. 

“it hasn't been a year since | was lying in bed 
saying, ‘ch, God, please let the phone ring," Crosby 
recalls with a laugh. “Now 30 to 32 orders for 
telegrams a day is normal. When we have 10 in a day, 
we think it's slow around here.”
